State CONVENTION OF COLORED MEN. 
The Convention met Thureday morning in Scofield 
Hall, at 11 o'clock, Vice President T. G. Campbell, 
sr.,in the Chair. Was opened with prayer by T. M. 
Allen. 

After calling the roil, and a quorum being present, 
the Convention proceeded to business. The Conven- 
tion passed a resolution fixing the time for the meet- 
ing of the Convention at 10 o'clock a. m., the hour for 
adjournment at2P. Mm. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Business, T. G. 
Campbell, made a report, acopy of which we were 
unable to procure. In presenting it, he stat d that 
danger and troubie met his people upon every moun- 
tain top and inevery valley. T at, although Mr. Hill 
was seated in Congress, thely ejtnation wae none the 
less critical. This report was taken pp by sections, 
and altered or adopted. 

The Chairman of ihe Committee on Edueation, J. 
FP. Quaries, submitied for discussion the following 
report : 

REPORT ON EDUCATION, 

We find that the State Superintendent is making a 
vigorous effort to put the school law passed by the late 
Legisiature, into successful operation. Elections for 
county boards have been ordered, and to some extent 
held thronghout the State. We regret to say, how- 
ever, that in many of the conntica, we jearn no elec- 
tions have been held. While the present school law is 
admirable in genera! there are points in which ft is 
very defective: First, la that it makes discrimina- 
tion on account of eotor, Against this unjust, un- 
wire and inhuman discrimination we feel that the 
colored people of this State shonld most earnestly and 
most solemnly protest. Itise the casting of a stigma 
upon 8 part of the children of the State which onght 
not to be passed over in silence, 

3- It is defective in the manner of electing the coun- 
ty boards. We think it wonld suit the condition of 
our people better if the Jaw was so amended that these 
boards should be elecied by the voters of each county 
#n masse, instead as pow provided for by dletricts. 

We would respectfuliy urce the convention to arge 
-npos the people of those counties ia which no elec- 
tions have been held to form themeclyes into school 
clubs for devising means of enetaining at least one 
school in their reapective counties, We feel that we 

e! too much vomiting for he the importsnce of our peo- 


the nation ean employ itself in no more noble work 
then in educating its citizeus. In conclusion, we 
would remark that this subject is too vast in iis com. 


Resolved, Thats committee of five boappetated to 
prepare au address to the people of this State upon 
the subject of education, and to have this ad dress 
published in all the papers of the State friendly to 
edacation., 

The Committee om murder and outrages were al 
lowed further time, to make their report. 

Romulus Moore, chairman of the Committes on 
Emigration, submitted the following report on Emi- 
g ation. 

We fad from a eareful examination, that the condi- 
tion of our race is not better,if not worse than we were 
lu sixty-six, that outelde of « few cities not une in five 
hundred have been able to procure a homestead, that 
our People have in several sections of the State be- 
come disMvartened at the growing tendeney of a worse 
condition of affairs, that for misunderstandings got- 
ton up witha design. our people are discharged and 
turned out of deors with thelr wives and children, 
wi'bout pay for their labor, that in somo instances, 
whole counties combine by s matual agreement, to 
farm out of house and hut, every colored man with his 
family, who exereises his right to vote as he desires, 
or ln other words, who do not vote the Democratic 
ticket. 

Therefore, for these and many more grievances too 
pumerous to mention, your committee would recom- 
mend tat we appoint ope or more persons to be 
kuown as agent or agents of emigration, to visit the 
Weert and inepect the country, and ascertain what the 
prospects are for obtaining homes in a better locality. 
Also, to examine into the feasibility of settling on 
government lands, and what is their condition. Also. 
to aecertain what inducements are held ovt to laborers 
iu the West. Awd that the President of this convev- 
ion, sometime ip November, hear and pass upon the 
report of ssid agent. 

Your committee would further recommend that, 
owing to Our moneyless condition, that this Conven- 
tion do ask Congress te appropriate One miliion of 
dollars as a loan, to aesist such of our people as may 
desire to settic on Government lands, to be expended 
aud accounted for by commissioners appointed by the 
President of the United States, and that the Govern- 
ment hold euch a claim on all lands settled and culti- 
vated as will insure the payment of said claim with 
lawfal interest. And that the said agent or age nts of 
emigration be requested in bis inspection of Govern- 
ment lands to give special attention to their produc- 
live resources, water facilities aud such other conven- 
lences as inay be of interest to new settlers. 

The chairman of the Committee on Elections eu))- 
mitted the following report: 

REPORT ON ELE TIONS. 

Your committee is satisfied, from the reporte given 
by the various delegates representing every portion 
of the State, that, during the late election, every spe- 
cies Of unlawful, unconstitutional and ancivilizeed 
means were resorted to by that portion of our citizens 
representing the Democratic party. Colored Republi- 
cans were not only i'legaiig jufluenced, but even in- 
timidated, outraged and forced by trresjetible compul- 
fsion to leave voting places and precincts. Your com- 
mittee are of this opinion, both from obeervation and 
reports made as that fair elections were not had in one 
uintia of the counties of the State. The law kuown as the 
euforcement act, which guarantees to every jseaman 
the legal exereise of bis franchise, has been In inu- 
merabie instances maliciously and unkindly ignored, 
and anicss we are cither blest with a revulsion of pub- 
lic sentiment or provided with practical means to en- 
force the laws, the ballot in the hands of Georgia Ré 
puhlicans is of but little more conseyuence than @ 
souuding brass and tinkling eymbal. Ballothboxes 
have been rulidessly robbed and stolen, managers ar. 
reated and incarcerated in prisone, the sanetity of 
their persons ontraged, Republican tickets wrung 
from the hands of voters, aud torn to picces and 
barmed before their faces, the laws governing the Bice- 
tions defie? aud mob rule established, anda reign of 
ruffianiem and terr>* have prevailed. 

Therefore, your committed sre
